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A pneumatic gun for shooting a paimball, comprising: 

a gun body having first, second and third bores, said first, second and third bores 
having respective first, second and third longitudinal axes, the first, second 
and third longitudinal axes being parallel to one another and spaced apart 
from one another, ssud first bore having a chamber; 

a hammer for releasing compressed air into the chamber, said hammer being 
slidable within /aid second bore; 

a bolt; and 

a rod for actuating s/aid bolt, said rod being slidable within said third bore. 


5. A pneumatic paintball gun, comprising: 
a source of compressed air; 

a gun body havmg a bore with an external opening; 

a pneumatic assembly in fluid communication with said source, said pneumatic 

assembly having a first member slidably coupled to a second member, said 
pneuinatic assembly being located within said bore; and 

a third member coupled to said bore and covering said opening, said third member 
being externally accessible and repeatedly removable; 

wherein removal of said third member permits said pneumatic assembly to be 

removed from said bore, and said first member is retained by said second 
member after removal from said bore. 
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6. The pneumatic paintball guja of claim 5, wherein said pneumatic assembly is a 
pneumatic regulator, pneumatic cam, or pneumatic hammer. 
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7. The pneumatic paintball gun of claim 5, wherein said third member is threadably 
coupled to said bore. 

8. The pneumatic paintball gun of claim 5, wherein said pneumatic assembly is a 
cartridge valve. 

9. An apparatus comprising: 
a pneumatic paintball gun; 
a source of compressed air; 

a first pressure regulator in fluid communication with said source, said first 

pressure regulator ^royi^iing compressed air to said paintball gun at a first 
predetermined air prd^si/re^ and 

a second pressure regulator fluid jtommunication within said source, said 

second pressure ^egulJ^p^roviding compressed air to said paintball gun at 
a second predetermined air pressure, the second predetermined air 
pressure being less than the first predetermined air pressure. 


10. The apparatus of claim 9, further comprising: 

an electronic solenoid, wherein at least a portion of the compressed air at the 
second prede termined air pressure is provided to said solenoid.

The apparatus of claim 9, furtheycomprising: 

a barrel, wherein at least a portion of the compressed air at the first predetermined 
air pressure is provided to said barrel to propel a paintball, and at least a 
portion of the compressed air at the first predetermined air pressure is 
provided to said second pressure regulator. 


An apparatus comprising: 
a source of compressed ait; 
a pneumatic paintball gun havjiig a barrel, said barrel being in fluid 


communication wit 
a bolt slidable within said 
said bolt including 



source; 

m a firing position to a reloading position, 
able from a first position to a second position; 


a pneumatic actuator for sliding said bot within said barrel, said pneumatic 


actuator bein 
wherein sliding said 
actuator and 


an external groove,

The apparatus of chim 12, further comprising: 


wherein a portion of said pin is slidable within said groove, 
includes an end which protrudes through the groove and 


above the external surface of said paintball gun. 
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14. The apparatus of claim 12, wherein s^id^in includes a first recess and a second 
recess, and which further comprises a spring-l&id^d member, wherein said pin is retained 


in the first position when said member is in thefirct recess, and said pin is retained in the 
second position when said member is in trie second recess.—
